Washington, March 4.—The jeojousy 


)etwecn the t\vo houses of congress 
over platform privileges lends a touch 
of comedy to the preparations for in- 
auguration day. This strife had its be- 
riuning back in the early days of the 
;overnment when the two houses can- 
tended for the honor of installing the. 
^resident in their respective halls. 


President Monroe solved the diffi- 


culty by arranging to take the oath ot 
office on a platform built in front of 
the Capitol. Since his time the custom 
of erecting a platform at the east front 
of the Capitol midway between the 
two houses of congress have followed, 
but this year the senate made an inno- 
vation by having the platform in front 
of the senate wing of tbe Capitol. The 
ho'ise received this innovation as an 
affront and felt further hurt because 
each senator received four tickets to 
the stand while a member o* the house 
was given but two. 


To equalize the privilege the house 


proceeded to construct a platform ol 
its own in front of the rotunda and be 
sio.i the main platform with a seating 
capacity of 500.

Baffalo Contemporary club, Professor 
Moses Coit Tyler of Cornell said that, 
while tho great Virgiuiau's reputation 
as a soldier and statesman was safe, he 
was in real danger from the humorists 
of the future. This was owing to the 
fact that Washington, the real man, had 
never heeu very well known and is now 
almost forgotten, having been replaced 
in the popular mind by a myth type al- 
most equally compounded of the. heroic, 
the priggish and the statuesque. Too 
often he was spoken of as a person who 
never said a naughty word, never did a 
naughty thing, who cut down that 
cherry tree with his own little hatchet, 
who never lied, apparently because he 
could not, -who never laughed out loud, 
who never swore, whose behavior was 
always dignified and proper, and whose 
conduct was always such as might bo 
expected of the good little boy ia the 
Sunday school. These myths of exag- 
geration and adulation had their origin 
in the extraordinary qualities of the 
man, 
his extraordinary achievements 


and the gratitude of the republic which 
h» was instrumental in founding. Mod- 
est, reserved and generally grave, the 
statement: that ho never laughed or 
smiled during the war of tho Revolution 
had been shown to be. false. Underlying 
these myths were discovered Washing- , 
ton's great reserve, formality, thorough- 
ness and self e< mrrol.
